To : Tlie  Chairaian  and  Members  nf  the  Council : 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitaiy  circumstances  of  the  district  for 
the  Y'ear  1953. 

The  health  of  the  district  during  the  year  has  on  the 
whole  been  good,  the  majority  of  deaths  being  in  the  higher 
age  gi’oups.  There  has  been  an  absence  of  any  serious  out- 
bieaks  of  epidemic  disease..  The  incidence  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  has  been  low,  cases  occurring  have  been  ade- 
quately and  quickly  dealt  with  by  the  Chest  Physicians  at 
the  Adelina  Patti  Memorial  Hospital,  iQraigynos,  Penycae. 

There  has  been  no  (outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  during 
the  year.  The  Council  have  adopted  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws 
under  Section  15  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  inspections 
have  been  carried  out  from  time  to  time  of  various  foo'd 
handling  stores,  bake  houses,  licensed  premises  and  shops 
selling  ice  cream  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations.  Minor 
defects  have  been  pointed  out  and  corrected.  It  has  not  been 
necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  under  the  Byelaws. 

The  housing  problem  still  remains  a problem,  indeed  it 
is  a national  problem.  A large  percentage  of  the  existing 
houses  are  (Occupied  by  more  than  one  family  and  one  cannot 
say  that  the  housing  problem  will  (ever  be  effectively  solved 
until  every  family  has  a house  of  its  (Own.  The  Clouncil  how- 
ever is  pressing  (on  building  new  houses,  the  chief  difficulties 
being  shortage  of  skilled  labour  and  materials.  In  the  alloca- 
tion of  newl  houses  the  Oouncil  has  adopted  the  P'oints 
scheme.  Special  consideration  is  given  to  those  families 
that  have  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occupying 
the  same  bedroom  with  another  healthy  person.

I wish  to  tender  my  best  thanks  to  the  iCbuncil  for  their 
helpful  consideration  and  co-operation  in  all  matters  affect- 
ing Public  Health.  Also  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  in  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  duties  of  the  Health 
Department.

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  are  seven  piped  water  supplies  in  the  area,  five  of 
which  are  chlorinated.  The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity  and  every  house  has  its^  own  piped 
supply  except  in  the  case  of  seme  few  scattered  dwellings 
such  as  isolated  farms.  No  water  supply  in  the  district  is 
liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action.  There  has  been  noi  evidence 
of  any  form  ef  contamination.  'The  number  of  the  popula- 
tion supplied  from  the  public  water  mains  direct  to  their 
houses  is  11,  400.  Tliere  are  no  stand  pipe  supplies.

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  been  low. 
14  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  the  cases 
were  visited  and  advised  as  to  isolation  pending  admission 
to  Sanatoria.  The  waiting  period  was  of  short  duration  and 
they  were  all  dealt  with  lexpeditiously  by  the  iChest  Physic- 
ian for  the  area.

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Rieport  for  the  year  1953. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  and  'occupied  during 
the  year  was  39,  comprising  8 flats  at  Dolfain,  16  houses  at 
Dolfain,  12  at  Minyrhos  and  3 at  Brynawelon,  Oolbren.  4 
flats  were  allocated  to  Old  Age  Pensioners  and  the  other  4 to 
small  families  suitable  to  occupy  such  premises.  If  it  is  the 
Councirs  intention  to  continue  with  the  erection  of  flats,  I 
v'ould  recommend  that  som'e  system  of  choosing  tenants  be 
adopted  which  could  be  operated  parallel  with  our  main 
points  scheme. 

The  inspection  of  Food  shops,  Cafes  and  Canteens  was 
maintained  and  samples  of  ice  cream  sent  for  analysis 
proved  to  be  an  improvement  on  last  years.  Advice  in  hy- 
giene practice  is  continually  given  to  producers  and  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  use  of  detergents  and  sterilization  is  bearing 
fruit.

PlU'bUc  Cleansing. — Two  Karrier  Bantam  lorries  have 
been  operating  during  the  year  and  are  giving  excellent  ser- 
vice. The  Thames  Fordson  is  kept  as  a standby  althougli 
daily  uisied  by  the  Surveyor’s  Department.  Collections  are 
made  three  times  weekly  in  all  parts  of  the  distiict  with  the 
exception  of  the  main  shopping  centre  where  there  is  a daily 
collection.  No  tipping  was  carried  out  at  the  Rheolau  tip 
during  the  year,  tipping  being  confined  to  two  tips  namely 
Penycae  and  the  Filter  Beds.  A total  number  of  3,115  loads 
were  tipped  comprising  a tonnage  of  8,074. 

Disinfection. — ^Terminal  disinfection  was  carried  out  at 
10  houses  which  is  a marked  reduction  on  last  year’s  figure. 
Free  disinfectant  was  distributed  for  the  use  of  the  house- 
holder in  washing  down  the  premises  in  addition  to  fumiga- 
tion with  formalin  gas. 

Disenfesitation. — Two  premises  were  disinfested  during 
the  year  only  one  of  which  was  al  domestic  house.  This  I 
feel  is  an  agreeable  reflection  on  the'  standard  of  cleanliness 
in  domestic  premises  in  the  locality  which  I believe  is  worthy 
of  note.  A very  large  number  of  houses  in  the  locality  are 
of  the  owner  occupier  type  which  are  satisfactorily  kept  and 
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^I^t,  in  spite  of  the  continously  increasing  percentage  of 
Council  houses,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  is  well  maintai- 
ned. One  hears  too-  often  -of  unsatisfactory  Council  house 
tenants,  whilst  in  reality  the  percentage  of  such  tenants  is 
so  low  as  to  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes — negligible.

Distributors’  vehicles  w-ere  periodically  examined  and 
samples  -of  milk  were  taken.  During  the  year  61  samples  of 
pasteurised  milk  were  sent  for  analysis  and  -of  these  49  were 
satisfactory.  Of  these  sam.ples  12  were  taken  at  local 
schools  and  the  two  unsatisfactory  -samples  were  found  to  be 
amongst  these.  Complaints  were  often  received  from  one 
school  -of  milk  being  delivered  in  bottles  containing  spare 
bottle  caps  and  the  Dealers’  notice  was  drawn  to-  the  matter. 
Milk  is  no  longer  brought  into  the  district  from  this  source. 

Sewage  Eiffluents. — Four  samples  of  sewage  -effluent 
were  taken  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  Works  prior  to  discharge 
into  the  River  Tawe,  and  -on  these  the  Public  Analyst  isum- 
marised  as  follows: —

standard  recommended  in  the  Eighth  Report  of  the 
Royal  -Commission  -on  Sewage  Disposal  for  an  -eff- 
luent fit  for  discharge  into  -a  stream  -or  river. 

This  isample  did  not  comply  with  the 
general  standard  re-commended  in  the  Eighth  Re- 
port of  the  Rioyal  Commission  on  S-ewage  Disposal 
f-o-r  an  effluent  fit  for  discharge  into  a stream  -or 
river. 

This  sample  complied  with  the  general 
standerd  recommended  in  the  Eighth  Report  of  the 
Royal  Cbmmission  on  Sewage  Dispoisal  for  an  eff- 
luent fit  for  discharge  into  a stream  -or  river.

Food  and  Drugs  Act. — The  food  premises  in  the  area 
leceived  attention  and  111  visits  were  made  under  the  Act. 
15  visits  were  made  to  factory  and  school  canteens  and  the 
management’s  attention  was  drawn  to  such  items  as  chipped 
cups,  washing  facilities,  care  of  W.C.  acoomodation,  etc., 
compliance  being  obtained  in  every  case.  The  5 Fried  Fish 
Shops  in  the  district  were  also  inspected  during  business 
hours  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactoiy. 
Butchers  shops  and  sausage  manufacturing  premises  were 
also  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

All  these  samples  were  taken  from  manufacturers  pi’e- 
mises  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  results  are  again  an 
improvement  on  those  of  the  previous  year.  Of  these  four 
premises  three  are  equipped  with  up  to  date  plants  ca- 
pable of  producing  ice  cream  of  the  highest  bacteriological 
standards  whilst  the  premises  are  also  of  a high  standard. 
Advice  in  hygiene  practice  is  continually  given  to  producers 
and  the  advantage  of  the  use  of  detergents  and  sterilisation 
is  bearing  fruit. 
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^ Water  Supply. — ^The  district  has  four  piped  water  sup- 
plies of  its  own  namely  Ffrydiau  Twrch,  Garwleisiau,  Lion 
and  Tonspyddaden.  The  rural  village  of  Penwyllt  iis  sup- 
plied by  a small  supply  owned  by  the  Penwyllt  Silica  'Com- 
pany and  the  villagers  have  been  warned  to  boil  the  water 
before  drinking.  Another  small  tank  supplying  a few  houses 
at  Nantmarl  has  now  been  rendered  redundant.  EVery  effort 
is  made  to  sample  the  water  every  month  and  during  the 
year  48  samples  were  taken  and  are  being  reported  upon  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Housing. — 39  houses  were  completed  and  allocated  dur- 
ing the  year,  8 of  these  being  flats  situated  at  Dolfain.  The 
housing  site  at  Brynawelon  was  completed  and  so  was  Miny- 
ihos  whilst  16  houses  were  allocated  at  Dolfain  and  so  were  8 
flats  at  the  same  site,  4 of  the  latter  were  for  old  age  pen- 
sioners. Th'e  setting  apart  of  these  flats  to'  old  age  pensioners 
and  to  that  section  of  the  community  that  do  not  benefit 
from  our  points  scheme  namely  those  childless  couples  hav- 
ing no  children  and  yet  have  been  subjected  toi  the  disad- 
vantages of  living  in  apartments  for  many  years,  is  proving 
itself  a success.  I would  however  point  out  that  every  care 
should  be  taken  in  selecting  the  right  type  of  tenant  for  the 
upper  flats  as  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  lower  ones  are 
occupied  by  people  who  are  too  old  to  “put  up”  with  anything 
that  tends  to  impede  the  peaceful  lorder  of  their  daily  life.  I 
would  also  respectfully  point  out  that  following  lOur  rehous- 
ing activity  since  1946  the  large  family  in  need  of  a house  is 
now  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule  and  I feel  that  this 
social  factor  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  Cbuncil  when 
deciding*  the  ratio  of  big  houses  to  small  ones  for  future 
housing  schemes. 

Numerous  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  re- 
garding repairs  to  old  property  and  11  Preliminary  andJ  9 
Statutory  Notices  were  served.  It  is>  also  pleasing  to  report 
that  a great  deal  of  improvements  are  being  carried  out  to 
old  property  by  the  owner-occupiers  and  houses — even 
streets  that  used  to  be  borderline  slum  property  are  now 
V earing  a “ new  look  ” that  is  a pride  to  themselves  and  to 
the  locality.
